RHODES SCHOLARSHIP 
GOES TO LAW STUDENT 

Robert K. Hums Receives Award of 
Two AVars’ Course at Oxford 
University 

Robert E. Rums, a freshman of the 1 
George Washington University Law 
School. Is the winner of a Rhodes 
Scholarship, it has been announced 
by l)r. Frank Aydelotte, president of 
Swart hmore College and Secretary to 
the Rhodes trustees. 

Rums, who was appointed from 
Wyoming, graduated with high honors 
from the University of that state in 
June, 1927. Soon after graduation, he 
took a position as engineer in the War 
Department. He entered the Law 
School at the beginning of this year’s 
fall term. 

While at the University of Wyoming, 
Rums worked as an electrician ami 
had no time for athletics, but he 
achieved distinction in classes and by 
his work In the honorary societies. 
\iilue is 91,950 Yearly 
The term of the scholarship begins 
in October, 1929. The winner has al- 
ready stated that he will accept the 
award and will specialize in law dur 
ing his stay at Oxford. 

Each Rhodes Scholarship Is now 
awarded for a period of two years, but 
the holder may be appointed for a 
third year if his record justifies it. 
A scholarship carries a stipend of 
400 pounds, about $1,960, annually.

A Bmall boy in a 
clown’s suit held up the traffic for 
us, while his comrades cheered. 

“ ‘Well, isn't that just lovely now,’ 
said our driver. *1 guess you’ve never 
seen Hallowe'en kept like this be-

ience,” Margery Sharp writes, "is 
excellent — in fact, the best in the 
world.

conducted under the following regu- 
lations: 

Section. 1. The contest shall be held 
in the scholastic year of 1928-1929, 
during the third week of March, 1929. 

Section 2. This contest shall be held 
in all subsequent years during the 
first week in Decamber. 

Section 3. This contest shall consist 
in a competitive program of original 
orations and shall be open only to 
Freshmen of the University. No stu- 
dent may compete in more than one 
contest. 

Section 4. This contest shall be ad- 
judged on the basis of three equal rat 
ings upon the content and the delivery 
of the oration and the stage presence 
of the . contestant. 

Judges 

Section 5. The judges of this contest 
shall be the Secretary of George Wash- 
ington University, the Executive Offi- 
cer of the English Department and the 
Professor of Public Speaking. In the 
event of Inability to serve, the vacancy 
shall be filled by the remaining two 
judges. 

Section 6. All contestants must file 
a copy of their original oration with 
the judges two weeks prior to the date 
of the contest. 

Section 7. The judges may formulate 
any rules they deem advisable for pre- 
liminary or elimination contests be- 
fore the formal contest if the number 
of the contestants so warrants. In 
the event of an insufficient number 
of contestants in any given year or 
unsatisfactory quality of orations sub- 
mitted, the judges shall have the right 
to withold the awards in any given 
year. 

Sestion 8. In adjudging the contest 
the Judges shall first choose the three 
beet contestants; and from these three 
shall be chosen the winner of the con- 
test. 

Section 9. The winner of this con- 
test shall receive as a permanent 
award the Phi Delta Gamma Annual 
Freshman Oratorical Cup.

M. S., In- 
structor in Mathematics, lectured on 
"The Solutidn of Equations by 
Oraeffe’s Method," at a meeting of 
the Mathematics Club. December 10. 
This method Is used in preference 
to Horner’H method for equations of 
high degree. It possesses the additional 
advantage of giving all the roots at 
once. The essential part of the pro- 
cedure consists of the calculation of 
the coefficients of an equation whose 
roots are the squares of the roots 
of the given equation, and of the 
repetition of the process as far as 
the necessary accuracy requires. A 
power of a root is then simply the 
ratio of two successive coefficients. 
Mr. Berry showed how the method 
applied for equations up to the 8th 
degree.

JAPAN AND MANCHURIA 
DISCUSSED AT MEETING 

International Relations Club Ad- 
dressed onl Problems of Far 
East by C. W. Young 


“Manchuria and its problems” was 
discussed by Mr. C. Walter Young, 
A. M., Instructor in Political Science 
at George Washington University, at*: 
a social meeting of the International 
Relations Club of George Washington 
University held In the Alpha Delta 
Theta sorority rooms last Tuesday 
evening, December 11. 

Mr. Young Ijas lived for .many 
years in the Far East and Is well 
versed in. the Chinese language. His 
practical experience together with 
his extensive knowledge of the sub- 
ject matter enabled him to give a 
vivid picture of the issues upper- 
most In the problems of Manchuria. 
The interests of Japan in Manchuria, 
China’s attitude toward the Japan- 
ese policy, the effects of the South 
Manchurian railway (under Japan- 
ese control) on international mat- 
ters, the population problem, and 
the strategic interests of Japan were 
discussed by Mr. Young in his ad- 
dress. As to the Japanese senti- 
mental interest in Manchuria, Mr. 
Young commented, "No Japanese 
would forget the many heroes who 
were killed on the soil of Manchu- 
ria,” But, in concluding, he said, 
“Nine-tenths of the population of 
Manchuria is’ Chinese and, legally, 
Manchuria Is a part of China. 

Mr. Young made use of several 
maps and statistics in tho course of 
his address. An interesting discus- 
sion followed the address in which 
most of the members of the club and 
guests took part.
